They Are Not Burning Mountains as | 
We Understand That Term. 

“What are volcanoes?” 

Nine out of every ten persons would 
immediately have an answer of some 
sort to the question above, for have 
they not a lively remembrance of hav- 
ing learned in their schoolbooks that 
“a volcano is a burning mountain, from 
the summit of which are sent out smoke 
and flames?” This popular fancy has 
been exploded by scientists, whose 
| work is to explode popular fancies. 
In the first place, volcanoes are not 
| necessarily mountains. In reality they 
| are just the reverse—that is, holes in 
| the earth’s crust. Out of these are 
thrown the materials which, accumu- 
| lating, form the heaps which we popu- 
| larly cail mountains. 
| These are, then, the result and not 
| the cause of the actién. Neither are | 
| they “burning,” as we understand the | 
| term. There is no combustion nor 
any action we might reasonably call 
“burning.” 
| The action feed not necessarily take 
place at the summit, for eruptions are 
just as frequent at the sides or even 
| at the base. The so called “smoke” is 
nothing more or less than the clouds 
of condensing steam which are formed 
on every occasion when an eruption 
occurs. 

Lastly, the “flames,” so called, are 
merely the reflection of the mass of 
molten rock and material inside the 
| crater on the clouds of steam above, 
| thus appearing as a glowing light. The

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A LIVE COAL TRICK. 


Teaches Natural Law, Yet Has All the 
Appearance of Magic. 

No one would suppose that it is pos- 
sible to hold a gio coal on a piece 
of linen or cotton hout burning the | 
cloth, but that such can be done is easy | 
for any one to prove, and at the same 
time the experiment teaches an impor- 
tant natural law. Every child knows 
that the telephdne and telegraph wires | 
are made of copper because that metal 
is a good conductor of heat and elec- 
tricity, which is only another form of 
heat. If a poker is heated in the fire 
you pick up a cloth to hold the outer 
end, although it has hot been in the 
fire, because experience has taught you 
that the heat is connected through the 
metal from the fire to the outer end. 

This experiment with the flaming 
coal is based upon this principle and 
the additional one that linen and. cot- 
ton are poor conductors of heat. Take 
a globe of copper and draw a piece of 
cloth tightly over it so that there is 
not a wrinkle at the top, If the linen 
or cotton is closely woven the trick is 
all the more certain. Then, holding the 
cloth tightly In place, you can safély | 
put a glowing coal on top of the cloth, | 
and, while it burhs fiercely, the cloth 
will not even be scorched. - | 

The reason is that the great conduc- |

Do not make this experiment with a 
good handkerchief first, for if the cloth 
is not tightly drawn it may burn, but

Origin of the Painter’s Femous “Rain, 
Steam and Speed.” ‘ 

Of all pictures by the great English 

"| solor poet, Turner, none is more popu- 

lar than that which tiow graces the 

London National gallery under the 

hame of “Rain, Steam and Speed,” 

which was first exhibited in 1844. It 

is impossible to reproduce this ade 
quately. 

Concerning the origin of this picture 
Ruskin furnishes an interesting tale. 
rhe story was told to him by a friend, 
Lady Simon. It seems that she was 
traveling one night in the early days 
of the Great Western rallway from 
Exeter to London, “When I had taken 
off my coat and smoothed my ruffled 
plumes and generally settled myself,” 
she tells, “I looked up to see the most 
wonderful eyes I ever saw, steadily, 
luminously, ¢clairvoyantly, kindly, pa- 
ternally looking at me. The hat was 
over the forehead, the mouth and chin 
buried in the brown velvet coat colar 
of the brown greatcoat. Well, we went 
on, and the storm went on more and 
more until we reached Bristol, where 
we waited ten minutes. My old gen- 
tlemanh rubbed the side window with 
his coat cuff, in vain.

FAMOUS LONDON TREE 


Hare 


The Cause of Several 
Fought Legal Battles. 


| 8 SITE WORTH MILLIONS. 


But the Lawyers Never Have Been 
Able to Break Through the Phalanx: 
of Legal Enactments That Preserve 
the Old Landmark In Cheapside. 


There is a tree in Cheapside, Lon- 
don, that may be described as the 
most expensive of its kind on earth. 
If five dollar gold pieces filled the entire 
trunk and five dollar bills fluttered in 
place of every one of the leaves it 
would not, buy the terra firma it occu- 
pies, for the land on which it stands, 
the northwest corner of Wood street 
and Cheapside, is worth $4,500,000 an 
acre. The tree has stood on the spot 
for more than, 200 years, while its site 
has augmented in value to almost fab- 
ulous proportions. 

There Have been several hard fought 
lawsuits over this plot of ground, the 
fight having been carried even to the 
house of lords. But so far the lawyers 
never have been able to break through 
the phalanx of legal enactments which 
preserve the tree. In the first place, 
there is a law In England which pro- 
hibits builders from putting up a 
structure which shall keep out the 
| light from windows which bear the 
mysterious words “ancient lights.’ 
This tree in Cheapside literally iq sur- 
rounded by a number of “ancient 
lights” proprietors whose consent nev- 
er has been obtained when it came 
to cutting down the tree and putting 
a modern structure on its site. For 
the same reason the storekeeper who 
rents the tiny two story structure on 
the corner just in front of the tree 
never has been able to put his build. 
ing up beyond its present height. 

Some years ago one builder, who 
thought himself more “cute” than the 
others, started to take the law into his 
own hands and put up a -building, 
thinking to “arrange” with the owners 
of the “ancient lights” afterward. But 
he was met with a perfect shower 
of injunctions, proceedings, writs and 
indictments, more than would have 
covered the tree in its full spring 
bloom, and it is said he never has been 
able to pay the thousands of dollars of 
law costs which his little experiment 
resulted in. 

A few years ago some gardeners: 
were ordered to lop off certain limbs of 
the tree which hungover Cheapside. 
It was done really to save the life of 
the tree and with the consent of the 
parish clerk and ¢hurchwardens of St. 
Peter’s, Cheapside, the ancient little 
Norman church in Foster lane, near by. 
who guard this tree from the vandals’ 
clutches. When the men began to 
work on the tree, however, it created 
a big sensation in Cheapside. “They 
are chopping down our tree,” went up 
from a thousand angry throats in the 
district. Policemen were called, and 
doubtless there would have been an- 
other shower of writs, injunctions and 
proceedings had not the minister, of 
the parish explained the real reason 
for the lopping operations. 

Another almost impassable barrier 
| which protects the tree in its position 
is the fact that it grows in sacred 
ground. There is a law in London that 
no building can be erected on sacred 
ground without special act of parlia- 
ment, and woe’ betide the unhappy 
man who dares to put up even a shan’ 
ty .within the sacred precincts of a 
graveyard in England. , 

This particular corner of Cheapside 
has been immortalized by Words- 
worth: 


At the corner of Wood street when day- 
light appears 

There's a thrush that sings aloud; it has. 
sung for three years. 


This bird was wont to perch in the 
| now famous tree, and it attracted the 
attention of Wordsworth, who used to 
breakfast in a little shop near by, As 
far back as the year 1892—just a hun- 
dred years before Mr, Columbus dis- 
covered America—another tree stood 
in this graveyard and is spoken of by 
Chaucer: 


That whosoever ploynes it away, 
He shal! have Chrystis’ curse for aye. 


The tree is therefore a direct’ de- 
scendant of perhaps the oldest tree om 
record in England, and it may almost 
be described as an English institution. 

This particular ‘portion of Cheapside 
is back of the general postoffice and 

| ls one of the finest pieces of real es- 
tate in the world. With the tremen- 
dous difficulties that stand in the way 
of its being built over—the sanctity of 
the land itgelf and the power of the 
“ancient lights” statute-4t is prob- 
able that this piece of ground will re- 
main “unimproved” for another cen- 
tury or two, In a recent interview the 
manager of the real estate agents who: 
control nearly all the land in the dis- 
trict declared that “the old tree in 
Cheapside occupies a position which is: 
likely never be built upon’ There

PRIVY COUNCIL’S WORK. 


They Handle an Immense Variety of 
Cases Says Nesbitt. 


During a recent stay in London, [ 
more than once a the rooms of 
the Privy Council, and was astonish- 
ed by the variety and magnitude of 
the business transacted there, says 
Wallace Nesbitt, K.0., who was 
counsel in the famous Steel-Coal case. 
On one day their lordships were en- 
gaged in a reference from the Colon- 
jal Office as to the conduct of the 
chief justice of Grenada, On the 
text day their lordships heard argu- 
ment in a case from Ceylon, where 
two native ladies of high rank were 
appealing in an endeavor to quash 
& conviction for the alleged crime of’ 
beating a servant to death. The next 


| case concerned the question of the 


pedigree of an Indian rajah and the 
right of succession to his vast estate, 
in which Sir Robert Finlay, ex-attor- 


| ney-general of England, was opposed 


to distinguishéd members of the In- 
dian .bar, séveral Parsee lawyers act- 
ing as punior counsel on either side. 
On the next day a dispute involving 
the title to a Cobalt mining claim 
was heard, and in the afternoon a 
question as to the title to a piece of 


| foreshore in the eastern part of Que- 
| bee. was disposed of.
